Our train reaches Alamogordo in the
earl) afternoon and we hear the buzz
and whir of the great modern sawmills
as we enter the corporate limits of the
btlij little aspirant to citvhood. These
great sawmills are almost a city within
themselves, and men of muscle only are
qualified residents. The big pine, logs
that are cut on the summit, have run
the gauntlet of the Toboggan slide, had
a free ride ilown the ( loud ('limbing
route and then dumped into the log
pond, are placed on a continuous chain-slid- e

which carries them upa long Incline
to the second story of the building. There
each log Is dropped on the dissecting
table tin' log carriage, and sent to the
sacrifice. He is slabbed, sawed ami
chewed until his best friend would not
recognize him at the other end of the
building. He is shaped into heavy bridge
timbers, tongue and grooved flooring,
lino ribbed ceiling, packing cases and
fruit boxes. The slabs are sawed into

f the joilv sawyers expressed it, "The
only tiling wasted in this sawmill is tu
knot holes.

Alamogordo has a fine depot, water
works, electric lights, graded streets.
Another season will see a handsome
park, with pretty shade trees and green
grass. Her merchants are wide awake,
business people, and carry splendid
stocks of goots. There is not a place of
double its size In the land that can boast
of such a hotel as the. "Alamogordo,"'
now in charge of Mr. O. M. Potter, man-
ager for jr. Henry I'fafT.

Tint "H.iU'fi ci.lMmvo route"
Leaving Alamogordo our train soon

enters the now famous Fresnal canon,
and the Iron horse puffs and climbs a
tortuous steel trail upward, upward
the "Cloud Climbiug route" with a
vengeance, whore only a few yean since
the murderous Apache tomahawked the
cinnamon bear (taking the pelt to the
nearest trading post, which was Santa
Fe on the north or Fort Concho, Texas,
to the southward), crossing mountain
and plains on his faithful broncho,
trading his furs and deer skins for a
scalping knife and a bottle of ' giz.arl
oil (in indian lore "fire water") and
Incidentally scalping a few pain faces
en route as a slight diversion from an
otherwise) moi.oto: ous journey;
returning to his topee in the mountain
fastness, loaded witli Christmas pres-
ents which, wo imagine, ususally con-
sisted of a blood-curdlin- g story of how
many pale faces he had murdered and
mutilated a story to lire the young
hearts of his .ill'spring, that they "might
emulate tbo illustrious deeds' of their
illustrious sire and a string of beads for
his faithful squaw wbo had watched
over his brood Of budding braves, had
milked the niuley cow, dug tho crop of
rlsh potatoes (which) grow wild In

abundance on these mountains) and
knit the o'd man a pair of winter socks
with which to surprise good old Santa
Clans when lie came sledding; down the
canon from Cloudcroft on Christmas
Eve. What a contrast today! If Colonel
Apache had possessed an Aladdin's
lamp and had worn all tho nickel plat-
ing off at one laborious rubbing, he
could not have brought fortli such a
magia change. In the wake of the
Apache came tho hardy, adventurous
frontiersman, with his true and ever
reaily rule, civilizing ami making "goo
Indians;" pushing his way, onward and
upward, across the divide, taking pos-
session, one after another of the beauti-
ful little valleys or canons, watered by
the tine t of springs and ylng between
great ridges covered with a dense forest
of majestic pines. The train sways
from side to side as It meets the con-
tinuous curves; curves so short that
one looks out tho car window and sees
the engine going in the opposite direc-
tion, though only a fe car lengths
ahead, wo are reminded of the sto--

told by the engineer who said his road
was so c ooked that he was in the habit
of asking the boys In the rea. coach for
a chew of tobacco while rounding tho
curves. The feat could be easily
executed at many places on the cloud- -

cllm lib g route by th e of fishing
rod aud as a commercial tourist at our
elbow suggests, "that Is no lisli story,
either." We pass under the picturesque
old water-mi- ll that unce ground the
golden grain of the fruitful La Luz
vslley a decaying monument to ho
inventive genius of man, and a land
mari: In tho progress of the naiiv settler.
We ride by on the Iron whuol of progress
listen to the musical sound of the Water- -

fall as it passes over the old wooden I

wheel that "will never turn wit . tho
water that has passed," and In a half
dreamy doe, turn backward tUu maty

L Irrigation. We are awakened from our
reverie by the conductor, who tells us
to look down tho canon. And what a
view! Pelow can be seen the Iron trail
turning, twisting, now going through a
deep cut, now ero-sin- g tiie canon on a
high bridge, down, down! A grade
that makes one dizzy to contemplate.
Far to the westward ci:i be seen the
spiral-lik- e peaks of the great Organ
range, rnllecting an early mountain
sun. lieneath this inspiring back-
ground spreads the great wavy sea of
gypsum white sands, w hich, for countless
centuries has been carried hither and
yon by the wind storms of the plains. Its
destinv known onlv to a great Creator;
Its origin a mystery to man. The
engine belches forth a cloud of smoke
and cinders, and by a noisy effort, slowly
draws its burden up a very steep grade
and grinds around a sharp curve. The
t ain passes thr ..ugh a pretty liitle
orchard, a homesteader's cottage in the
h ickgr .tintl. The trues are hanging
full of big, red apples, 'though it is the
lirst week In November, and Jack Frost
in the air. At this point we get the
lirst real view of the pine-cla- d Sacra-
mentos. Along the top of the range a
great bank of white mist moves slowly
southward, seeming to bury Itself in the
giant forest. Along the rainbow-tinte- d

fringe of this cloud-ban- the pine and
firs were draped in white. It was snow-
ing on tiie summit at Cloudcroft. On
our right lay the fertile Fresnal valley,
the mountain side beyond dott 'd with
the log cabins of. the homesteader.
Almost every foot of this wonderfully
productive little valley is In cultivation,
and while we ride along its border, snow-fallin-

on the mountains above, fields of
oats, standing six feet tall, just turning
golden, wave in the sunshine. We
hear the buzz, of machinery, look down
as we pass a little shingle mill, whose
motive power is furnished by a water-
fall, which drives a turbine wheel. The
canon widens, and in the foreground
Is seen Fresnal better knows as Wool
en s. It is an ideal spot for a beautiful
home. The residence Is set on a hillside
almost under the overhanging crags,
and commands splendid vl w of the
valley and lower mountain rangas.
Only a few yards above the house is the
famous Wooten springs. It is the
largest spring of pure soft water in the
entire Sacramento country, and could
ea-il- quench the thirst of the Yuma
desert. A few paces from this liiagnili- -

cent How of pure water, rises another
spring which is so impregnated With
sulphur that a strong gas Is thrown off
which can bo noticed several feet awav,
An analysis of this water proves it to be
an invaluable remedy for all kidney and
livor tronólos, ano some very remark-
able cures of rheumatism are claimed
for It. Leaving Wootcn's, our train
turns directly across the canon, turns
again and skirts along a high, steep
hillside. In the canon below are seen
numerous small farming plats, where
f.re raised the famous Sacramento
mountain Irish potatos that would make
Saint Patrick shed tears of joy; celerv
so sweet and crisp thatiwoiild make
an oyster jumpoff its Kanihell; cabbage
large enough to supply a Dutch picnic
with sauer kraut; beets that would give
the sugar trust the ague; and turnips
galore. The shrill whistle of tho engine
echoes down tho canon, the brakeman
slams the door and yells, "Tobar-t-r-gan!- "

Every one grabs for their
bundles in the hat-rack- s and we are at

TOBOGGAN.

This is the present terminus of the
wonderful "Cloud-Climbin- g Route," but
by the new year the iron horee will be a
special guest at Cloudcroft. On leaving
the train at Toboggan we mount a sure-
footed mountain bronco that carries us
up a steep narrow road to the summit.

Far abovo us on the 1 f t is heard the
ring of many picks and shovels as tho
army of graders and track men build
the switch-bac- by which the trains
will reach the top of the mountain.
This long switch-bac- k Is a splendid
pi ce of engineering, but to the (initial-
ed, looks like the result of a fourth of
July jag. As we go up tha narrow,
wooded canon, we pass under a

curved bridge, which is Hear-
ing completion and will stand a monu-
ment to engineering skill. Up climbs
the nimble bronco, the rood lined witli
tall quaking asps, with Its peculiar,
shiny, white bark. A little further on
and we como to an opening, a level spot.
We are on the summit; we have climbed
Hie Great Divide. A in ancient times
all roads led to Rome, so hero all roads
lead to Cloudcroft. The pavilion and
summer cottages are a most hid from.
view by the giants of tho forest, their
long, overhanging branches bowod down
to Mother Earth with a great load of
"beautiful snow." Dreams of childhood.
Christmas trees, loaded with lufcv yel
low oranges, big red apples, iumninc
jacks and whatnots, passed before the
memory. .We are sure Santa Clans la
hid away In this snowy fastness, if we
only had time to look.
